'Cut tree that's caused 
structural damage'

few things.

The tree has been a hazard and caused 
structural damage over the years, yet it is 
still there. It is unbelievable. 

Workmen just keep tar macing over the 
cracks in the pavement. 

We had to replace the boards that run 
along the bottom of the fence because of 
this tree. 

We have known of two people who have 
fallen over part of the pavement and this 
tree is still standing. 

So why did they cut Mr Leung’s tree down 
and leave others that need sorting out still 
standing? 

We have to phone and ask nearly every 
year for this tree to be cut back.

"Thank you very much for your letter Mrs 
Longford. The council will cut down a tree only 
when it becomes a hazard, or when it has the 
potential to cause structural damage to nearby 
buildings. In cases such as yours, where roots 
have disturbed the paving, local repairs made 
using flexible tarmac are often an effective 
way of keeping the tree and ensuring that the 
pavement is safe and usable. We encourage 
anyone experiencing problems with trees 
growing close to roads or on pavements to 
call 020 8921 8900 or email contact-centre@ 
royalgreenwich.gov.uk to report the problem."

charity for the year.” Cllr Hayes was 
born in Stepney and had a variety of 
jobs, including as an insurance broker at 
Lloyds. 

He spent 30 years with the Royal Mail, 
before taking early retirement having 
moved to the borough in 1974.

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New bag of tricks 


Residents test 
pilot recycling 
scheme for flats

HIGH rise tenants in Woolwich have 
got it in the bag. 

That’s the message about recycling. 

Flat-dwellers in Nightingale Heights 
are among the first to test out new blue 
reusable recycling bags. 

It’s part of a pilot scheme to encourage 
people who live in blocks of flats to 
recycle more. 

The scheme comes amid National 
Recycling Week from June 16-20, when 
the council ran a number of activities to 
promote recycling generally. 

Across the borough residents have been 
given reusable bags so that they can 
conveniently separate and store their 
recycling in their flat, ready to take down 
to the communal recycling bins outside. 

If the scheme is judged a winner, flat- 
dwellers who share large communal 
recycling bins will be contacted and 
provided with the reusable bags. 

Waste management experts say it is 
really important for residents using the 
large communal recycling containers to 
place only good recyclable material into 
these bins. 

It is difficult for recycling crews to 
identify non recyclable material put in the 
recycling containers. This is only realised 
once the bin is being emptied into the 
vehicle - and sometimes, it can ruin the 
whole load. This means all the efforts of 
the residents who have done their bit for 
recycling will be wasted. 

Residents in houses can put recyclable 
items - cans, cardboard, paper, plastic 
bottles, glass bottles and jars, as well as 
waxed beverage cartons, such as juice 
cartons, and paperback books - into their 
blue top bins. 

The recycling crews collect this every 
week and take it to the materials recycling 
facility in Thamesmead, where it is sorted

and sent on for processing. 

Although rubbish chutes might be 
the most convenient way to get rid of 
rubbish, the royal borough is encouraging 
residents to sort out their recyclables, 
even if it is just newspapers or glass 
bottles, and take it to their recycling bin. 
They say ‘every little helps’. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment, said: “Early indications 
show that the reusable bags have been 


successful and helped boost the amount 
of recycling collected from the flats that 
took part. 

“Residents have helped the council to 
recycle almost 39 per cent of household 
waste, but even this can be improved.”

GREENWICH'S joined up 
system of health and social 
care has won a national 
award for innovation in 
social care. 

Greenwich Coordinated 
Care received the top award 
at the MJ Achievement 
Awards 2014, hosted by the 
Municipal Journal last week. 

The project is making 
services more responsive 
to residents while cutting 
hospital admissions and 
healthcare costs. 

The scheme has been 
developed by the royal borough, 
NHS Greenwich CCG, Oxleas NHS 
Foundation Trust and the local 
voluntary sector.

Brewers win two awards 
and plants London's first 
hop farm in a century 

MEANTIME Brewing have won two 
awards just a few days after planting 
London’s first hop farm in a century 
on the peninsula. 

The Greenwich firm were the toast of the 
town as they picked up best medium sized 
business and - even more prestigious - the 
overall business of the year title at the 
London Business Awards. 

Chief executive Nick Miller told GT: 
“I’m absolutely thrilled and delighted to 
have won these awards. 

“It really recognises the steps Meantime 
have taken to change how craft beer is 
viewed and produced. 

“This really is a reflection of the whole 
of Meantime and the Meantime team. 
We’ve really grown since 2011 and things 
are really taking off. 

“We celebrate all kinds of beer, we’re 
responsible producers, and we are 


firmly rooted in Greenwich and the 
Meantime link. We’re really proud of our 
Greenwich roots and to be representing 
the Greenwich community in this way. 
We produce a premium product and I’m 
proud to say we’re leading the charge in 
modern craft beer.” 

The brewery demonstrated its desire 
to nurture its local roots recently by 
planting a hop farm directly on the 
Greenwich Meridian line. 

Designed by landscape gardener Kate 
Lonergan and her team, the urban space 
features 48 hop plants in 12 hand-crafted 
wooden planters. 

This has been done on a construction 
site with The 02 Arena as the farm’s 
backdrop. 

It means that by September, the brewers 
will be producing a tipple totally produced 
in Greenwich, rather than having to bring 
in hops from areas such as Kent. 

Meantime was founded in 1999 and 
is now London’s largest modern craft 
brewer. It is hoped that the plants will 
produce about 91b of hop buds in their 
first year, enough to brew a 10 hectolitre 
batch, ready to drink in the autumn. 

Rich Myers, Meantime’s marketing 



director, said: “London is an exciting 
place to be a brewer right now. The variety 
of ingredients at our disposal is huge and 
it allows us to pack flavour into our beer. 

“While brewing was an industry that 
declined to an almost terminal point 
in London during the 1990s, a new 
generation of modern craft businesses 
has got it back on its feet and there are 
some fantastic beers that are bold, full of 
flavour and character - just like the city 
itself. 

“The beer we will create is about 
championing our capital’s rich brewing 
heritage.” 

Cllr Sizwe James, cabinet member for 
business, employment and skills, said: 
“Congratulations to Meantime Brewing 
both on the awards and for showing 
innovation by planting the hop farm. 

“They are a great example of a well- 
established, innovative company that has 
helped to put the royal borough on the 
map as a place to do business.”

SHOOTERS Hill Lawn Tennis Club 
will be hosting an open day this 
Sunday (June 29), where it will be 
able to show off two more floodlit 
courts as it encourages people to 
play tennis all year round. 

The club, on Eaglesfield Road, now has 
six all-weather macadam surface courts, 
all floodlit. 

The latest two are now in operation 
thanks to a £53,000 grant from Sport 
England and a £39,000 loan from the Lawn 
Tennis Association (LTA). 

They will enable them to expand their 
360-strong membership - 250 of them 
children aged from under five upwards 
who are coached in various weekly 
sessions, running throughout the year. 

On the middle Sunday of Wimbledon, 
where no play is scheduled, the club will 
be demonstrating what they have to offer. 

It is part of the Great Britain Tennis 
Weekends (GBTW), a new national 
initiative by the LTA set up to encourage 
more people to take up a game which, on 
a global basis, has tournaments nearly 
every week of the year on hard courts and 
clay, not just the grass as at Wimbledon. 

Shooters Hill has a busy coaching 
programme, led by Phil Layfield, the 
Kent coach of the year in 2009 who has 
recently been awarded AEGON coach of 
the month by the LTA. 

He is qualified sports teacher who has 
been in to several schools to promote the 
game and take coaching sessions. 


Club secretary 
Caroline Ratcliffe 
said: “It’s 

wonderful to have 
them because it 
means we can play 
all year round in 
the evening. We 
have achieved club 
mark with the LTA 
and done a lot of 
work for small 
children and adults and always welcome 
new members.” 

The club provides internal competitions, 
teams for leagues or just a club for 
members to enjoy social matches, for 
under fives upwards. 

Phil’s assistant coach, Luke House, 25, 
started young at the club (aged six), as did 
Caroline’s son Robert, 22, now running 
his own coaching programme in Leeds. 


As well as Sunday’s open day, which runs 
from 10am to 3pm starting with under 
fives, there will be another as part of the 
GBTW scheme, on July 20, from 4-7pm. 
This will follow the community fete for 
Eaglesfield Park Neighbourhood Watch 
Scheme.

Starting Blocks trio 
head to Games as 
another sets record 

A THIRD athlete backed by Greenwich 
Starting Blocks has been picked for the 
Commonwealth Games, in the week when 
a younger athlete marked herself out as a 
star of the future. 

Hammer thrower Shaunagh Brown, 
24, was named in the England team for 
July’s Games in Glasgow, following the 
selections in recent weeks of London 
Olympians Zoe Smith (weightlifting) and 
Gemma Gibbons (judo). 

Meanwhile, Sabrina Sinha, who has only 
just turned 15, stormed to victory in the 
Kent Schools Athletics Championships 
U17 1,500 metres. She beat girls a year 
older and also smashed the event record. 

Despite being one of the youngest in her 
age-group, she not only won but lowered 
the championships record by nearly 10 
seconds, running 4mins 22.34 seconds. 
Her time puts her second in the UK 
rankings for the event this year and 18th 
in the nation’s all-time records. 

Sabrina, who trains with Cambridge 
Harriers at Sutcliffe Park, won the race 
by nearly 100m and will now compete 
for Kent schools in the English Schools 
Championships in Birmingham on July 
11 and 12.

ELTHAM Church of England 
Primary School will represent the 
royal borough in the Kent Schools 
Kwik Cricket finals after winning the 
Greenwich competition.

H ard-hitting posters which 
raise awareness of domestic 
violence have scored with the 
victims. 

The football-themed posters have 
been put up in community centres, 
libraries, schools, children’s centres, 
and on buses and train stations. 

The striking images are designed to 
warn perpetrators that the law - and 
the vast majority of the public - will 
not tolerate them. 

It’s all part of an intensive campaign 
to tackle a growing problem in 
the royal borough. The council is 
investing £675,000 over two years to 
support the victims and encourage 
perpetrators to get help. 

Some of the money is funding a 
Domestic Violence Intervention Team 
(DVIT) a specialist four-person police 
team at Plumstead Police Station. 

Another £250,000 of funding has 
been invested by the local NHS 
Clinical Commissioning Group, to 
fund new initiatives to help reduce 
domestic violence. These include a 
helpline now available five days a 
week between 9.30am-4.30pm. 

Council action was agreed after 
growing concern about the large 
number of families affected and 
children involved in child protection 
plans because of domestic violence. 

Another key plank of the campaign 
is to urge people not to turn a ‘blind 
eye’. The message is that domestic 
violence is not to be tolerated, and 
people should report it, whether they 
are neighbours, family members, 
friends, workmates or just passers- 
by. 

Other parts of the council’s domestic 
violence campaign will be used to: 

• Provide victim support through 
voluntary sector organisations at 
Plumstead Police Station 


• Change 
attitudes 
towards 
domestic violence 
through education 
programmes including 
the development of 
domestic violence ‘tool kits’ 

for use with under 12s to help shape 
children’s attitudes and identify 
and support children from families 
experiencing domestic violence. 

• Change the behaviour of domestic 
violence perpetrators through a new 
programme commissioned from a 
voluntary organisation. 

• A programme to work with other 
people at -risk of becoming victims. 

• S pecialist training at Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, Woolwich, to help 
staff deal with domestic violence 
cases, including sharing information 
and improving information logging. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the cabinet 
member for community safety who 
was formerly cabinet member for 
children and young people, said: “The 
vast majority of men and women 
are not violent, whether football is 
involved or not. 

“But we know this type of abuse 
is happening out there. You can 
sense it almost daily, just by seeing 
and hearing the way some men and 
women talk to each other in our town 
centres. 

“From my previous council work, 
I know full well the impact that 
domestic violence has on families and 
on children in particular. 

“We need get the message across that 
people should not just turn a blind 
eye and ignore it. They should report 
what they see or hear, either direct 
to the police or to the Greenwich 
Domestic Violence and Abuse Service

THE council's high-profile campaign to tackle domestic violence in the 
borough stepped up a gear this week with a renewed focus on showing 
victims where to go for help - and reinforcing the message that abusers 
will not get away with it. It comes on the back of research which says major 
sporting events can often provoke an increase in violence in the home. 


A team in a league of its own 


T HE council-funded Domestic Violence 
Intervention Team (DVIT) based at 
Plumstead Police Station, provides an 
emergency response as well as follow- 
up support if charges are pressed. They 
direct victims to other organisations 
that can help them, and will also point 
those who commit violence to where 
they can get help, if they decide they 
want to change their ways. 

Since its launch DVIT has targeted 
158 perpetrators, conducted 1,026 
home welfare visits and obtained 41 
restraining orders through the courts. 
Since June last year the DVIT has 
brought about an 83 per cent reduction 
in repeat victimisation of the top 1 1 
high-risk domestic violence victims and 
an 80 per cent reduction of re-offending 
by the top 1 5 most prolific perpetrators. 
The council has commissioned an 
organisation called the Domestic 
Violence Intervention Programme 
(DVIP) to run behavioural change 
programmes for men who carry out 
domestic violence, but who want, or can 
be motivated, to change. It went live in 
April last year and will continue to run 
as more men are referred. 

Acting Det Insp Scott Walker, who leads 
the DVIT team, said: "My colleagues 


have been specially trained to step in 
when domestic abuse is taking place, 
and make a positive difference. This 
is true particularly where the abuse is 
ongoing. 

"We build up a good working 
relationship with the victims, giving 
them greater confidence when their 
abusers go before a court, and also 
when they decide to make the life- 
changing decision to escape from an 
abusive relationship. Already, we have 
seen a fall in the number of repeat 
offences." 

The team's work will be shown later 
this month in a BBC Crimewatch 
documentary on domestic violence. 
Baljit Ubhey the chief crown prosecutor 
for the crown prosecution service 
supports research that large sporting 
events often cause a spike in domestic 
violence and explained that the service 
has specialist domestic violence 
prosecutors and a dedicated domestic 
violence unit. She said: "Domestic 
violence is a key priority for CPS 
London and I want to urge all victims 
of this under-reported crime to come 
forward with the confidence that we 
are committed to bring perpetrators to 
justice."

S UPPORT for the campaign 
to tackle domestic violence 
has come from two Kidbrooke 
mothers who have experienced 
it at first hand. They set up an 
award-winning support group 
called F.A.C.E. to help vulnerable 
women move on, and make a 
fresh start. 

Faye Garwood and Cassie Taylor 
provide emotional and practical 
support, plus advice from visiting 
experts to support local women 
who feel isolated, vulnerable 
and alone. More than three- 
quarters of their members have 
experienced domestic violence. 
Cassie said: "Domestic violence 
does go up with things like major 
football tournaments, because 
for some reason, idiots think it's 
a licence to drink more, then they 
come home and it all starts off. 
"What's different now is 
there is a lot more support.

with campaigns like this one. 
People shouldn't just turn a 
blind eye to it. When I was 
young I experienced it in a flat 
in Charlton. People above and 
below me could hear what was 
going on but nobody ever asked 
me if I was OK. If you know it is 
going on you should tell people 
what you heard, provide a 
listening ear for them, and help 
them take action. If they aren't 
comfortable about going to the 
police, they can contact the Her 
Centre, or us. 

"We meet from 1 0am to 1 2.30pm 
every Friday at Middle Park 
Community Centre. We are 
also working with Greenwich 
Community College with 
younger girls aged from 1 6 to 
show them that domestic abuse 
is not normal, so that hopefully 
the next generation won't stand 
for it."

life into that situation and I didn't want my daughter 
growing up thinking his behaviour was normal and that 
gave me the strength to break free." 

Claire got a 1 2-month non molestation order against her 
partner and was in counselling for 1 8 months. 

She now volunteers for the national domestic violence 
helpline and runs courses for families affected by 
domestic abuse for the Her Centre. 

"I was terrified when I had to go to court, he was there 
and I walked in shaking and looking at the floor. I don't 
know how I put up with being bullied and picked on but I 
was in a ridiculous place myself." 

And her message for others: "I tell other women they 
are stronger than they think and to open up and talk to 
people. They shouldn't be ashamed, it's not their fault 
and that life can be so much better. All my fortune has 
come our of my misfortune."

C ALLS to a domestic abuse helpline have risen 
since extra funding which means it can open for 
longer hours. Advisers on the Greenwich Domestic 
Violence and Abuse Advice Line can take calls for 
five days a week between 9.30am-4.30pm instead 
of just three days. The advice line handled 692 calls 
from December 201 2-June 201 3 and the number 
went up to 959 from December 201 3 to this month. 
The line is run by Housing for Women, a charitable 
housing association which provides domestic 
violence abuse services for the royal borough 
working in partnership with local police and the 
council. 

Chief executive Jakki Moxham said: "These services 
are so important - finding a place of safety can 
often mean the difference between life and death. 
Any woman living in fear must be given the 
opportunity to rebuild her life in a safe and secure 
environment. Working in close partnership with the 
police and council, means we can assess women's 
needs at a central point and refer them to the 
service that best matches their needs whether this 
is a refuge space or support in their homes." 

A 31 -year-old mum-of-four who endured eight 
years of abuse from her husband eventually sought 
help from Housing for Women with the help of her 
father. She said: " My dad was given the helpline by 
one of his friends and initially phoned the referral 
line as he wanted to support me once he saw what 
my husband was like. He'd been hiding things 
and dad didn't realise what had been going on. I 
went to my dad as I was really tired and scared and 
getting really depressed because my husband was 
constantly criticising me. I felt really alone and it 
was really affecting me mentally, physically and 
emotionally. I couldn't take anymore. 


Housing for Women were always there for me 
- they encouraged me to take as much help as 
I could get. I was advised on safety planning, 
financial advice, course, benefits, housing and 
moving forward with my life. Be strong, especially 
if you have children. If you think of your children 
and keep them safe, then that will give you the 
strength to stand up."
